FROM THE ATHABASCA. 


A mining party returned from the Atha- 
basca gold washings by way of the Landing 
on Saturday, which consisted of Messrs. T.G. 
Lauder, Geo. Thomson, W. Carruthers and 
C. Gritlin. They left Tony island, twenty 
miles from Fort Assiniboine, on the 15th 


and prospected most of the wayto the |], at hand. 


Landing. When they left, there were by 
actual count 85 men on the river, of 
whom 16 were between Tony island and the 
mouth of the Pembina and the rest above,as 
far as Fort Assiniboine. Of course the 
number has been largely increased since. 
The river was falling when they left and 
when they reached the Landing it was at 
quite a low stage. Up to the time of their 
leaving none of the miners had made wages. 
They had prospected a great deal and work- 
ed a little. 
for a few days in a place but not for long. 
The prospect was good in many places, but 
the results did not turn out equal to the 
prospect, probably owing to the gold being 
so much lighter than that of the Saskatche- 
wan, that it was impossible to save it all. 
The miners were hanging on hoping for 
something better when the water would fall. 
There were about 50 or 60 machines on the 
river and nearly all of different patterns, 
and yet none of them seemed to be able to 
save the gold. The party are all in good 
health, but do not intend to return.

It is admitted 
that the national policy as it is at pre- 
sent adjusted does not protect the 
farmer in the price of his butter it will 
also be admitted that it is its mission to 
do so, and that a readjustment which 
would have that result is a legitimate 
demand on the part of the farming 
community of the West. If this is 
admitted then the question arises: Can 
the tariff be so adjusted as to raise the 
price of butter to the farmer? That 
question Mr. Davin proposed to put to 
the test at last session of parliament by 
moving tolargely increase the import 
duty on butter. If the proposed in- 
crease of duty had been agreed to and 
had been followed by a proportionate 
increase in the value of the farmers’ 
butter it would have been a triumph 
for the national policy. It would have 
been a proof that that policy was for 
the protection of the farmer as well as 
of any other class of the community. 
On the other hand if the increase in 
duty had not been followed by an in- 
crease in price, it would have proved 
conclusively that the farmer does not 
benefit by the high tariff on those 
articles of produce which have to find 
an export market, and would have 
proven that so far as he was concerned 
the so-called national policy was a de- 
lusion. That the farmer had a right 
under the national policy to an in- 
crease in the price of his butter if the 
government by a_ re-adjustment of that 
policy could give it to him no one can 
deny. Therefore when the government 
refused to accept the suggestion of an 
increase in the protective tariff on 
butter they either did not want to help 
the farmer or they could not make such 
a change in the tariff as would help 
him. Either the present government is 
no friend of the butter industry or the 
national policy isa fraud as far as that 
industry is concerned.

THE COMMERCIAL’S JUSTIFI- 
CATION? 


Some time ago the Buuietim called 
attention to the fact that the quotations 
of oats in Vancouver appearing in the 
Winnipeg Commercial were incorrect, 
misleading and injuriousto the _busi- 
ness interests of this place. The Com- 
mercial has the following to say in 
reply : 

“The Edmonton Buietin has taken ex- 
ception to some quotations in the Commer- 
cial regarding prices quoted at Vancouver, 
particularly in the matter of oats. We have 
made inquiry and find that the prices quoted 
for Manitoba oats at Vancouver were approx- 
imately correct, though at the same time 
they may have been misleading for lack of 
explanation. The quotations were for 

rices at which Manitoba shippers offered to 

y down oats at Vancouver, and did not re- 
present actual sales, as oats from other 

ints could be procured much cheaper. 
lanitoba shippers simply offered to sell at 
the prices quoted, and it would perhaps 
have been better if this explanation had 
been given along with the quotations. 
Quotations in trade papers are often mis- 
leading or misunderstood on account of lack 
of knowledge concerning local conditions gov- 
erning sales, though the quotations may be 
strictly correct in themselves. To explain 
clearly all these points is one of the difficult 
features of trade journalism. There are 
trade discounts, tares, handling charges, 
difference in prices for varying quantities, 
buying or selling price, etc., which have to 
be allowed for. It is not infrequent that 
charges are made about quotations being 
wrong, when the real trouble is that the 
exact application of the quotation was not 
understood, or some local market condition 
was not taken into account.” 


Had the Commercial contented it- 
self with dropping the objectionable 
quotations—as it has done—without 
offering the above explanation (?) it 
would have stood much better in the 
eyes of those of its patrons who are 
acquainted with the facjs. The high 
and mighty assumption that those who 
question the accuracy of the Commer- 
cial's figures don’t know what they are 
talking about, doesn’t go.in this or any 
other sensible community. The Com- 
mercial acknowledgees that it did ex- 
actly one of the things the Butugri 


said it did; that is, persistently quoted 


ridiculously inaccurate. 


a price for Manitoba oats at the coast 
at which no transactions took place, or 

in the then state of the markets, could 
take place. Was this a business like 
quotation, and are the Commercial’s 
quotations generally of this nature? 
The best proof to the contrary is that 
the Commercial has dropped it. But 
why make a fuss about this particular 
quotation, which might be a mistake ? 
Because it was not a mistake on the 
part of the correspondent, and because 
its publication had a decidedly injurious 
effect upon the business interests of 
Edmonton. The Commercial is a 
journal widely read and implicitly be- 
lieved in by business people through 
out the West. When business men 
see week after week Edmonton oats 
quoted at $2 aton lessin the Vancou- 
ver market than Manitoba oats they 
naturally conclude that they are to that 
extent inferior in quality to Manitoba 
oats. In so far as the Commercial ad- 
vertised Edmonton oats as inferior to 
Manitoba oats it deterred buyers from 
enquiring for Edmonton oats and in- 
jurcd business here to that extent. 
That Edmonton oats are not inferior to 
Manitoba oats the erection by a British 
Columbia oatmeal milling firm of an 
oatmeal mill at Edmonton rather than 
in Manitoba for the purpose of compet- 
ing for Eastern Canadian trade is ample 
proof, if proof were needed. But be- 
sides carrying a fictitious quotation in 
its columns to the injury of Edmonton 
business the Commercial’s quotations 
for Edmonton oats were frequently 
This of course 
isa less important matter than the one 
first mentioned, but if the Commercial 
is issued for straight business it will 
do well to attend to it more carefully 


in the future.

Smm :—Owing to the large reduction in 
the approp¢iation for the N. W. M. Police, 
which not only necessitates a large reduc 
tion in strength, but also in the amount 
available for general expenses, it will be im- 
possible during the ensuing season, when 
prairie fires are dangerous, to either place 
the same number of fire guardians in the 
field, or to keep them out as laie as in form- 
er years, and [| shall be much obliged if you 
will bring this to the notice of the settlers, 
and urge them to take at an early date, the 
little precautions necessary to save their 
stacks and premises. There should be two 
fire breaks round each stack and premises, 
and the intervals should be at least sixty 
feet, and advantage should be taken of the 
first calm day after the grass will ignite, to 
burn between the breaks. If every settler 
will do this there will be very little danger 
from prairie fires, which, owing to the great 
growth ‘of grass this season are likely to be 
very destructive,despite the exertions of the 
police, unless these precautions are taken.

Manitoba dairy is 
positively not wanted at all in the coast 
markets, and receipts of creamery have been 
altogether too heavy, and the market is be- 
coming glutted with creamery also. Ship- 
pers should remember that the coast cities 
only offer a limited market and the markets 
there become quickly overstocked with free 
shipments. Once butter is sent there there 
is no other outlet for it if it is not wanted. 
Sihippers will have to cultivate the eastern 
markets more and put up their goods to suit 
the trade there, in 50 and 75 pound tubs, 
lined with parchment paper. There has 
been considerable complaint about some lots 
of Manitoba creamery sent east, the complai- 
nt being that it had been held too long, is 
off flavor, irregular quality, etc. Eastern 
dealers will not, it is said, advance more 
than 10c per pound on our western creamery 
and will not quote prices at all till they see 
the goods. 

Winnipeg Tribnne: “Col. Stitt and 
M. Morford, officers of the Salvation army 
farms in England, who have been prospect- 
ing for land in the Northwest and British 
Columbia, in connection with the proposed 
“over-the-sea” colony, passed through the 
city yesterday on their way back to the old 
country.

DROWNED ! 

J. F. Adamson, assistant in the Edmon- 
ton regietry office, was drowned in Cooking 
lake on Saturday evening last (August 24th) 
the result of a bosting accident, in which 
town councillor W.S. Edmiston and T. A. 
Stephen nearly lost their livesas well. A 
comping party eomprising Mr. and Mrs. 
HAmiston and children, Mr. and Mre. Jellett 
wed children, and Messrs. Adameon and 
Stephen had gone to Cooking lake last week 
and were camped at the landing on the 
mainland about «mile from Koney island. 
They had with them a small sail boat about 
fourtern foet long and on Saturday about 
noon Mosers, Kdmuston, Stephen and Adam- 
non Vook Ube boat for a wail to the east end 
if the eke, They bed « very fine after- 
noon? ailing, but during the afternoon by 
some meant the top of the mast was broken 
if abore the gefl and they were coming 
home with only a part of the sail spread 
When about « mile from Koney island and 
about two miles from their own camp on the 
mainland they ‘were becalmed. They were 
in plain eight of Koney island, where Dr. 
Diraithwaite and Mesere. Bridges, Fielders, 
Muller, 8. 8. Taylor, A. Harrison and F. A. 
Osborne were camped. As supper was being 
prepared on the island and Messrs. Osborne 
and ridges were setting the sail of the boat 
for the might, they heard a shout from the 
direction of the becalmed boat, and looking 
out that way could not see the sail. They 
supposed that the sail had been dropped and 
that the party were rowing home. Then a 
second shout, evidently of two persons in 
distress, was heard. Messrs. Osborne and 
Bridge« shouted the alarm to the rest of the 
camp and shoved out their boat. W. 
Fielders took a canoe and the boat and canoe 
raced for the drowning party. Fielders ar- 
rived first and found the boat sunk and Ed- 
miston almest exhausted holding himself up 
by the mast which projected slightly above 
the water. Stephen was also nearly ex- 
hausted, but was supported on two oars, 
while Adamson was not in sight. Fielders 
held Kdmiston until the sail boat came up 
and was stopped, and both Edmiston and 
Stephen were taken in. After waiting a 
short time for signs of Adamson the boat 
and canoe returned to the island. Messrs. 
Kdmiston and —pr were giveh every 
attention, and word of the accident was sent 
to the vest of the party on the mainland. 
Mr. Kduuston’s condition was quite serious 
at he war very much exhausted, but Mr. 
Stephen was not very much the worse. The 
account they gave of the accident was that 
ae thes were becalined and peyins little at

gomg wader several times. Adamson left 
the mast and swam towards him, probably 
1» help him, but before reaching him turned 
and #wam to Stephen, who gave him one of 
the oars to support himself on. Edmiston 
managed to free himself from his clothing 
and reach the mast where he beld on, but 
terribly exhausted and on the point 
of giving up when Fielders arrived 
in the canoe, After giving Adam- 
son the oar Stephen looked at Edmis- 
ton and when he looked again for Adamson 
he saw the oar, but Adamson was gone and 

he did not come to the surface again alive. 

(in Sunday forenoon Mr. and Mrs. Edmis- 
ton, Mr. and Mrs. Jellett, Dr. Braithwaite 

and Mr. Muller returned to Edmonton, 

bringing the sad news, while the remainder 
of the party stayed to search for the body. 

They extemporised grappling irons, and 
about noon on Sunday they succeeded in 
raising the body. On going down the de- 

ceased had seized the boom of the boat in a 
death grip, which was the reason he did not 
tise at all after once going down. The hold 
taken was so firm that in raising the body 
the beom was raised as well until the fingers 
could be loosened from it. The body was 
brought to town onfSunday evening, reach- 
ing here about six o'clock. 

Mr. Adamson was born in Grangemouth, 
Seotland, on April 20th, 1862, and was 
therefore in the 33rd year of his ege. He 
came to Edmonton in 1884 and started farm. 
ing im the Clover Bar settlement. He was 
followed by three brothers who are now 
farming i that settlement and by his 
mother and sister who reside in town. For 
some time be beld & position in the Edmon 
ton lend office, and over « year ago he be- 
came eesietant regvetrar in the Land titles 
ofhee He war ummarned and remded with 
hue mytber and sister, who feel the loss very 
deoplt.

BY-LAW No. 103.|; 


A By-Law to provide for the borrowing on the 
credit of the municipality at large, the sum of 
2403.65 forthe payment of certain local improve- 
ments made in the year 1894. _ 

WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of the Municipal Ordinance in that behalf, 
a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 1) duly signed, was presented to 
the Council of the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton asking that that portion of 
Jasper Avenue lying between Second Street and 
Third Street on the Hudson’s Bay Company’s 
Reserve, Edmonton, should be graded, and the cost 
thereof be paid by special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the portion of Jasper 
Avenue whereon the improyement was proposed to 
be made ; 

AND WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the 
provisions of the Municipal Ordinance in that be- 
half, a petition (hereinafter referred to as Petition 
No. 2) duly signed, was presented to the Council of 
the said Municipality, asking that a _ sidewalk 
be constructed on the south side of Jasper Avenue 
between First Street and Third Street on the 
Hudson’e Bay Company’s Reserve, Edmonton, and 
the cost thereof paid by special frontage 
assessment upon the lands fronting on the South 
side of the portion of Jasper Avenue whereon the 
improvement was proposed to be mace. 

AND WHEREAS the said improvements were 
made, and the expenditure necessary therefor was 
met by means of temporary loans or advances 
effected in pursuance of the Municipal Ordinance in 
that behalf. 

AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of By-laws 
in that behalf of the said Municipality, it was ascer- 
tained and finally determined as follows. (a) That 
the probable life of the improvements made under 
each of the above mentiened petitions is ten years 
from the first day of January, 1895. (b) That the 
actual cost of each of the said improvements, in- 
cluding interest properly chargeable thereon, was as 
follows: Of that under Petition No. 1, $83.40 and of 
that under Petition No. 2, $320.25, making in all the 
sum of $403.65. (c) That the value of the land 
chargeable and charged with the special frontage 
rate in each case, (exclusive of all improvemeats 
thereon) was as follows: That comprised in Petition 
No. 1, $8,400.00 ; and that comprised in Petition No. 
2, $9,000.00, making in all the sum of $17,400.00. 
(d) That no portion of the costs of any of the im- 
provements made under either of the said pctitions 
is to be borne by the Municipality atlarge. (¢) That 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid, 
comprised in Petition No. 1, is 636 feet, and the pro- 
portions in which the cost of the improvements 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1 is tv be 
borne is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1; and that 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid 
comprised in Petition No. 2 is 636 feet, and the pro- 
portion in which the cost of the improvements made 
in pursuance of the said Petition No. 2 is to be 
borne, ig an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuance of said Petition No. 2; 


AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of the said 
By-laws, the cost of the improvements was accord- 
ingly assessed by way of special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the street whereon the 
improvements were nade, the said cost to be levied 
by a special rate upon the said lands comprised in 
each petition respectively in such manner that there 
should be levied and collected in each year for the 
period ef ten years from and after the first day of 
January, 1895, at the same time and in the same 
manner as the general municipal taxes, such sums 
as should be sufficient in each case to cover the 
annual interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
annum upon the amount of the cost, and form an 
equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of the 
principal of the amount thereof, estimating the rate 
of interest on the investment of the sinking fund at 
five per cent. capitalized yearly. 


AND WHEREAS, for the purpose of repaying 
the said temporary advances or loans and interest 
thereon it is necessary and expedient to borrow on 
the credit of the Municipality at large the said sum 
of $403,65 by the issue of debentures, the principal 
whereof shali be repayable on the 31st day of De- 
cember, 1904, and whicn shall bear interest 
from the Ist day of January, 1895, payable half- 
yearly at the rate of six per cent. per annum. 

AND WHEREAS while the said debt is created on 
the credit of the said Municipality at large, the 
Municipality is to collect the same only by way of 
special frontage and assessments. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the 
re-payment of the said principal sum by the creation 
of an equal yearly sinking fund 


AND WHEREAS the total amount required to be 
raised by the special rate for the repayment of the 
said debt of $403.65 by means of a sinking fund as 
aforesaid, and the interest thereon as sforesaid is 
$56.35, being composed of the sum of $11.70 in re- 
spect of the sum of $83.40, the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 1, and the sum of $44.65 in 
respect of the sum of $320.25,the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 2. 


AND WHEREAS the annual special rate per foot 
frontage for the paying of interest and creating an 
equal yearly sinking fund, for the payment of the 
said sum of 211.70 is 1 85-100 cents per foot frontage 
of the land comprised in Petition No. 1, and the 
annual special rate for the paying of interest and 
creating an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the sum of $44.65, is 7 4-100 cents per foot 
frontage on the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 


THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council assem- 
bled, enact as follows ; 


1. That this by-law shall come into force on the 
day of the final passing thereof. 


2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality at large, 
the sum of $403 65 and interest thereon at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum from the first day of January 
1895, and for that purpose may issue one or more de- 
bentures of the Municipality at large, in sums of not 
less than $1C0 each, repayable on the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1904, bearing interest at the rate ef 6 percent, per 
annum from the 1st day of January, 1595, payable 
half-yearly ; such Debentures to be payable at the 
office at Edmonton of the Treasurer of the Munici- 
pality, and to haye attached thereto, coupons for 
the payment of interest. 


3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required tobe raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal year- 
ly sinking fund to be set apart for the payment of 
the said principal sum of $403.65, there shall be levied 
at the same time asthe general Municipal Taxes in 
each year, during the period of ten years from and 
after the first day of January, 1895, an annual special 
rate, over and above all other rates, of 1 85-100 cents 
per foet frontage on all of the land comprised in 
Petition No. 1, and of 7 4-100 cents per foot frontage 
on all the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 


4. The credit of the Municipality is hereby pledg- 
ed for the payment of the said sum of $403.65 and 
interest as aforesaid.
